British Officers Discovered it and 
Mainetty’s Business Was

Leon P. Mainetty, an importer of dried 
fruits, who is of Italian descent, filed 
suit ‘in the Supreme Court yesterday ‘to 
recover $50,000 damages from Gedrge 
Philip Neider, .a German export mer- 
chant .of, .29. Broadway, ..because¢,: he 
charges, Néider induced ‘him ‘to’ ship 
what he Believed was 250-bags of coffee 
to Norway last March. The bags con- 
tained only a small amount’ of‘ coffee

He alleges that the defendant’s repre- 
séntations were false and that Nelder 
knew ‘the alleged coffee shipments 
consis largely of rubber.. The con- 
signment was shipped on the steamer 
Lygentjord of' the Norwegian-America 
Line on March 16 last, and was ‘discov- 
ered and anes by pane boerding of- 
ficers. 

Mainetty says~he has been‘ unable to 
collect money :due him in. France, Spain, 


and Italy, and cannot keep in touch with 
the dried fruit market, which fluctuates 
constantly, He has done no business 
since he was blacklisted, he says, al- 
though for four zeare before that time 
he made $5,000 a ‘year,
